Line of Succesesion Starting With S8imen
Cameron Now Being Broken, Pinchot
Has a Great Opportunity to Re-
deem the Party

political dynasty that has existed in Penn-

He entered the United
States Henate In 1845 as the successor of
Jamea Buchanan. TIn 1861 he beeame Nec-
retary of War in the Cabinet of Presldent
Lincoln, He vesigned in 1562 and later was
mude Minister to RRussia, 1le re-entered the
Senate In 1808, was re-elected six yenrs
later, and ended a memorable career in
1877, when he resigned in favor of his son,
J. Donuld Cateron,

A county leader Lie had,
by weniority and faithfulness of service,
rather than outstanding political ability,
boen thrust into o position due to geo-
graphleul location and leadership s Sinte
chuirman, wheree hie could clalin his rewnrd.

At no thne In the fifteen yenrs of hLis
sorviee In the Senate or us State chnirman
did Crow rise to uny communding heights,
He was o kindly, courteous man, but teo
suspicious of his co-workers and too carcless
of his political obligations to command an
outstanding positlon as a great leader,

He did not survive his elevation to party
lendership, which bad fallen to him through
the death of Sennggr Penroxe, long, enough

J. Donald Cameron, n Republiean by in-
heritance, beeame tainted with the sllver
fallney, ereated a bresch In his party and
allenated many of his supporters before lils
retirement,

Nenator Quay, while never a deserter from
the orgunization, In name at lenst, was more
than oncg the controlling power in  the
Democratic Party in Philadelphia by vietue
of  his  finanelnl  persuasiveness, and in
certain districts in the State whose lenders
submitted to his dominance for reasons of
temporary advantage,

Dioies Penrose entered upon the stage of
Stnte polittes e o reformer, e was both
ardent and enthusiastie in the cause of
civie righteonsness,  Dat hie ardor waned
and his enthusinsm died in the presence of
the grenter opportunities presented by the

T HAP'PENED that o day or two later 1

was talking to un Amerlean who haw
lived in Ttaly many years and who has lately
built a house there,  And he told me an in-
teresting fact regurding the Germon supreme-
acy in teade In Ttaly which they re-estah-
lished soon after the peace was signed, They
re-established it with o quick manipnlation
of thele resources aml with o schedule of
procedure that seoms to murk nll their busi-
ness ventures when (hey are out to capture
g mnrket for thelr “made-in-Germany
gonds,'"  They place their goods at market-
nable potnts in the country of their trade
adoption, and for anywhere from =ix inonths
to two yenrs they zell thelr goods so greatly
under cost price that it is impossible for
native manufacturers to compete with them
without an entire readjustment of eupital.

Italy directly after the war had no eapital
for this “*walting game.""  Apparently Ger-
meny had. My Awmerican-Itallan  friend.
gave me this ona instunce by way of Ilus-
tration, 1le was asked by o retail hardware
man in Rome to transiate a German letter
for him recelved that morning concerning a
constgnment of bhathroom fixtures thut had
heen shipped to him from Germany., He way
told in the letter to sell at such and such a
price for such and such a time and then to
o up on the price untll such a time when
e wns to retull at not less than 100 per
cent more than the initial price.

My friend, the American-Ttalian, thought
thnt he must have misrend the figures, Bt
the other expluined that doubling the present
prices of German fixtures sold in Ttaly wonld
bring the goods 10 about what the Italinns
could manufacture and =ell the goods for
with any profit.  The present figures
belng nbsurd, he quoted the prices for bath-
tubs nnd stationary washstunds and sald
that It was tantumount to their being given
away by the German importers, My friend
went immediately und luld in n stock of
material—enough for six bathroos, a laun-
dry, ete., for the new house that he meant
to build in a year or so. Ile got the whole
six for less than the present market price for
one set would he today. And lbe watched
the prices slowly yise, 10, 25, 50 and the
100 per cent just ns the schedule hud been
arranged.  But before they had aveived at u
par with the prevaliing Ttalinn prices the
tiermans hud praeticnlly cuprured the muor-
ket and reuped the benefiv of oll the after
war rebuilding and new ventures,

S'l'll.\'l'i‘:i":l(f.\l.l.\'. thelr Litting  upon
plumbers' supplies was a elever, well-
studied move, because the Amerleun invasion
of Europe, especlally the Ameriean soldier in
Europe, had made that long-endured lack a
paramount want.

Evidently if our toriff schedule was such
as to make “‘made-in-Germnny '’ "r# ox wet
profiteble for jmsper i, e T AR RS men
of Germany could at least be oxpectod to
bee on the spot to hinder the bill not directly
%0 a8 to put the Senators on their gunrd, byt
indireetly and with an entlre good condeienee
for all concerned.  And Gevmany wonld not
be nlone in that endeavor, thongh rhanks to
her business ability she might be fivst on the
spot. 1t strikes one that in our turtff *parlop
chats’’ those of us who do not know selidule
A from schedule Z would do better to keep
out of judgments for or against aoy par-
ticular valuations. Who  knows  whose
chestnuts we may be pulling out of the fire!

The plight of the individunl manufactyrery
in this country seems too confused and too
much at cros-purposes to nllow any -
telligent public judgment anywuy.

TIIE wife of a great sllk manufactyrey told
me yesterday that her husband's fipy
Liad Tost 81,000,000 in gross profits this yenr,
and were now oniy able 1o Keep the ‘mills
golng four days out of six, because {he
Jupanese silk manufacturers Were cuiting in
1o produce hetter goods at a lower prico thun
eould be compassed at Amerlean wogey nnd
with the duty on row waterials, A whole
town of operatives depends upon thnt ope
plant's industry, 8o 1L is sonwething more
than the loss to the eapital invelved.

When tariff first came to be 0 word with

any menning o e, it was simple enough,
The Demoerats, North and ﬁoulﬂ. were for

free trade, the Republicans of New Fngland
and Pennsylvania were to a man for a high
tarifi—conversationnlly that Is. This year
in the South I henrd and read a good ‘deal
ghout protection for home industries, Ap-
parently one will have to find sowe other
venson for being o Demoerat or o Repub-
liean, sincee the more we hecomoe 0omone-
fucturing people the less we like to compete
with  the clieap labor goods of Ay or
Europe. Some one suggested the other duy
that 1t was high time the Government prg-
tected the American buyers of Awmerleyp -
protected goods by compelling the manufue.
